OIL SPRINGS — Authorities 
increased their efforts in looking for a 
missing Johnson County couple by 
bringing in rescue and cadaver dogs to 
help search approximately 50 acres 
owned by Larry and Sandra Blanton. 
One of the cadaver dogs reportedly 



hit in two locations, but nothing was 
found, according to Johnson County 
Sheriff Dwayne Price. 

Price said five dogs from Lexing- 
ton and Tennessee aided in the search 
Sunday. 

“We did this on Sunday from about 
8 a.m. until 4 p.m.,” Price said. “We 
had four teams, and there were a cou- 
ple or three people on each team. We 



were not working shifts, we were all 
there the whole time and one of the 
cadaver dogs hit on a scent at a loca- 
tion in the barn and again next to the 
creek. We plan to follow up on the 
scented areas. The dogs also had on 
tracking collars, so they can supple- 
ment my case.” 

Price couldn’t go into detail about 
exactly where in the barn nor along the 



creek that the scent was picked up, but 
did say that there are other tests that 
can be done and that he would be fol- 
lowing up on them. 

The Blantons’ son, Willie Blanton, 
lives in a trailer owned by the couple 
on the property and has alleged to 
authorities that the last time he saw his

Hearing 
slated in 
murder 
case

INEZ — A hearing ordered by 
the Kentucky Supreme Court to 
determine the truthfulness of two 
jurors in a Martin County murder 
trial will be held Thursday in Mar- 
tin Circuit Court. 

The hearing in the case of Ross 
Brandon Sluss is scheduled for 10 
a.m. before Judge John David 
Preston. 

Sluss was convicted of murder 
and other charges and sentenced to 
life in prison in a 2010 head-on 
collision that killed 10-year-old 
Destiny Brewer and injured three 
others. 

The Supreme Court issued an 
opinion Sept. 20 ordering that a 
hearing be scheduled in Martin 
Circuit Court within 60 days to 
determine whether two jurors 
answered questions truthfully dur-

for trail 

ROYALTON — Gov. Steve 
Beshear and First Lady Jane Bes- 
hear joined local officials and trail 
enthusiasts Tuesday, Sept. 25, in 
Magoffin County to break ground 
on the Dawkins Line Trail project. 

The trail, which is a former 
railroad line, will become the latest 
adventure tourism attraction in 
Eastern Kentucky for hikers, 
horseback riders and cyclists. 

The Dawkins Line is a 36-mile 
stretch that runs through Johnson, 
Magoffin and Breathitt counties 
and will be managed by the Ken- 
tucky State Parks System.

MILO — A Martin County man 
who escaped from custody from 
the transport officer Sunday was 
apprehended approximately six 
hours later and he was still cuffed 
to his belly chain.

J obless rates 
up in region

FRANKFORT — Unemployment 
rates rose slightly in the FIVCO and 
Big Sandy area development districts 
in August, according to the latest state 
statistics. 

The FIVCO’s jobless rate rose 
from 8.7 percent to 8.9 percent, while 
the Big Sandy district’s rate jumped 
from 10.5 percent to 10.6 percent. 

In August 2011, the FIVCO’s rate 
was 10.1 percent while the Big Sandy 
ADD’s rate was 9.7 percent. 

This past August, Boyd County 
had the lowest unemployment rate 
with 7.8 percent and Elliott County 
had the highest with 10.8 percent. 

Other FIVCO rates were 8 percent

jumping. 

Martin County Sheriff 
Garmon Preece said Keller 
was arrested for the out- 
standing warrants and that he 
told Martin County Jailer 
Boone Mahon, who was 
transporting him to the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention 
Center in Johnson County, 
that he was ill. Mahon then 
stopped to make sure he was 
alright. 

“He stopped over around 
Milo to check on him, and 
when he went in the back to 
see if he was okay, Keller 
started fighting his way out 
of the jail van,” Preece said. 
“He managed to get out the 
door and took off.” 

According to the arrest 
report, Keller was arrested 
the first time at 11:19 p.m. 
Sunday. “Boone got scraped 
up,” Preece said. “I think he 
ran off at about 1 a.m.” 

Mahon suffered minor 



scrapes, and bruising to one 
of his hands and one knee 
during the altercation, the 
report said, and Keller fled 
on foot at which time more 
units were called to the scene 
for back up. 

Martin County sheriff’s 
deputies Nick Endicott, Wes 
Horn and Zack Callaham 
responded. 

“They looked for him for 
a long time,” Preece said. 
“They didn’t find him. At 
around 2 a.m., we got a call 
that he was knocking on 
Kenny Hinkle’s door, but 
when we went there, we 
didn’t find him anywhere.” 

After some time had 
passed, the report said, 911 
dispatch received a call that 
Keller was at a residence on 
S. Milo Road. Upon the offi- 
cer’s arrival to the location, 
Keller was removed from the 
residence and taken into cus- 
tody again at 7:19 a.m. while 
still cuffed to his belly chain. 

After exiting the resi- 



dence, Keller attempted to 
run again and began to fight 
with Endicott and Horn, the 
report said. 

Keller was not compliant 
and attempted to kick at the 
officers, who used pepper 
spray to bring him into com- 
pliance, according to the 
report. 

Keller was transported by 
the officers to the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center 
in Johnson County. 

Preece said that Keller 
has a history of being violent 
and that the assault charges 
involved him hitting his 
baby’s mother in the face 
with a pop can and beating 
Bobby Cornett with a rock, 
among other incidents. 

“He apparently has a bad 
temper and has a tendency to 
become physical,” Preece 
said. 

Keller is scheduled for a 
review on Nov. 1 at 9:55 
a.m. in Martin Circuit Court.

mg voir dire. Sluss had filed 
an appeal of his conviction in 
which he raised 16 issues. 

The opinion said “consid- 
eration of the remaining 
issues on appeal except for 
the directed verdict question 
is abated pending resolution 
of the juror issue.” 

The court concluded in its 
opinion that the trial court 
erred in not giving full con- 
sideration to Sluss ’s claim of 
juror misconduct, “which is 
founded on a question of first 
impression alleging that 
jurors may have lied during 
voir dire and juror bias 
through the use of social 
media websites, namely 
Facebook.” 

“The case is therefore 
remanded to Martin Circuit 



Court to hold a hearing on 
whether the jurors answered 
voir dire questions truthfully, 
and, if not, the extent of 
exposure the jurors had to 
the Facebook account of the 
victim’s mother, and whether 
that exposure, if any, tainted 
the jurors to such extent that 
it was a miscarriage of jus- 
tice to allow them to partici- 
pate as jurors in Sluss’s tri- 
al,” the opinion said. 

The opinion said that 
Sluss is entitled to an add- 
hearing to investigate poten- 
tial juror misconduct. 

“Evidence was presented 
after trial suggesting that the 
two jurors were ‘friends’ 
with April Brewer, on the 
social media website Face- 
book during the trial, despite 
their indication during voir 
dire that they did not know 
the victim or her family or 



the circumstances of the 
case,” the opinion says. 

One of the jurors stated in 
voir dire that she did not use 
Facebook, the opinion said, 
but Sluss provided screen- 
shots showing the two jurors 
were friends of Brewer, the 
opinion said. 

The Supreme Court said 
that “a juror who is a ‘Face- 
book friend’ with a family 
member of a victim, standing 
alone, is arguably not enough 
evidence to presume juror 
bias sufficient to require a 
new trial.” 

“As with every other 
instance where a juror knows 
or is acquainted with some- 
one closely tied to a case,” 
the court said, “it is the 
extent of the interaction and 
the scope of the relationship 
that is the relevant inquiry.”

parents it was at approximately 
7 p.m. Sept. 5 and they were in 
an unknown blue Nissan, claim- 
ing they were going to go to 
Florida on vacation and get 
away for a while. 

Price also said that Willie 
Blanton has access to the barn 
and that one of the horses kept 
there belongs to him. 

“They have not used any of 
their finances, nor their cell 
phone since Sept. 5,” Price said 
Monday. “We also checked to 
see if they might have rented a 
vehicle or purchased a vehicle 
that matches a description of 



the one their son said they were 
in, but so far we have nothing 
on that.” 

Price also said Willie Blan- 
ton and his girlfriend, Amanda 
Fannin, were both aware that 
they were coming to the resi- 
dence to search the property 
and that he talked to them about 
taking a polygraph test. 

“They know that they are 
persons of interest, and I told 
them that it was totally a volun- 
tary thing, and that it is inad- 
missible in court, but that I 
would like for them to take a 
polygraph test,” Price said. 
“They said they have no prob- 
lem with it, and so I have sched- 
uled one for them.” 



Price said he checks with 
Willie Blanton every couple of 
days to see whether he has 
heard anything from his par- 
ents, but thus far he has heard 
nothing. 

During a previous interview, 
Price said although the couple 
allegedly went on vacation, 
their car, credit cards, cell 
phones and clothing are still at 
their Pigeon Creek of Oil 
Springs residence. 

Price also said that he inter- 
viewed Willie Blanton and that 
he said he had seen his parents 
the Sunday prior to their being 
reported as missing by Sandra 
Blanton’s mother, at which time 
they were supposedly driving a

Once complete, the Dawkins 
Line will be the longest rails- 
to-trails project in the state. 

“Developing Kentucky 
Trails such as the Dawkins 
Line not only boosts tourism 
dollars, but those trails spur 
other new business and eco- 
nomic development in near- 
by communities,” the gover- 
nor said. “This project is the 
result of months of planning 
and serves as a prime exam- 
ple of state and local agen- 
cies working together to 
develop an outstanding tour- 
ism destination in Ken- 
tucky.” 

First Lady Jane Beshear 
said the new trail will help 
showcase the beauty of East- 
ern Kentucky. 

“Our Appalachian region 
offers exquisite landscapes 
perfectly suited for hiking, 
cycling and horseback rid- 



ing,” she said. “I am certain 
that this trail will have great 
appeal to both Kentuckians 
and visitors to our state. I 
look forward to returning 
next year to help open the 
trail and experience all that it 
has to offer firsthand.” 

The project has support 
from several trail organiza- 
tions and is expected to help 
expand the local tourism 
economy. The trail name 
comes from the Dawkins 
Lumber Company, which 
developed the rail line in the 
early 1900s for timber har- 
vesting and transportation. 

The Kentucky State Parks 
System received a multi- 
county coal severance grant 
of $500,000 to help support 
the trail development. The 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet is providing the 
Department of Parks with $2 
million in transportation pro- 
gram funding for the first

Three are

PAINTSVILLE — Three 
Martin County residents were 
arrested in separate incidents 
recently in Paintsville.

Automobiles have come 
a long way in just the past 
few years. 

Engineers have made 
great advances in protecting 
passengers in a crash. 
They’re now hard at work on 
systems that warn drivers 
when they drift out of their 
lanes, and when pedestrians 
or other vehicles are in their 
blind spots. 

Until recently, however, 
car interiors were pretty 
primitive compared to the 
technology we’ve grown 
accustomed to in our living 
rooms and offices. 

That’s changing fast as 
carmakers rush to outfit 
vehicles with digital rear- 
view mirrors, large color 
touch screens, Internet con- 
nectivity and more sophisti- 
cated voice-recognition 
technology. 

The first to bring satellite 
navigation and iPod integra- 
tion to cars, BMW continues 
to be a pioneer of in-vehicle 
technology. 

BMW’s ConnectedDrive 
system combines navigation, 
infotainment and Web ser- 
vices. Maps and other con- 
tent are displayed on an 
easy-to-read console screen. 
The screen contains a power- 
ful 3D graphics chip to dis- 
play realistic street and 
building views of major cit- 
ies. 

Drivers control the sys- 
tem with a small, round, 
touch-sensitive pad mounted 
near the gearshift. 

With the iDrive pad, driv- 
ers can use familiar swipe 
and pinch gestures and spell 
out simple commands with 
fingertip gestures. 

BMW partnered with 
speech recognition leader 
Nuance on technology that 
lets the driver dictate text 
messages and record voice 
memos, which can be 
archived or converted to 
email later. 

With a 4G SIM card, 
select BMW 3, 5, 7 and 
M-series models also turn 
into LTE hotspots. Inside the 
car, the dock connects to the 
car’s antenna for improved 
reception. But the cradle also 
has its own antenna and 
power supply, allowing 30 
minutes of use outside the 
vehicle. 

Honda designers had 
their heads in the cloud when 
developing HondaLink, 
which debuts on the 2013 
Accord. 

Honda teamed with top 
audio company Harman to 
build its in-dash system, and 
with Harman-owned Aha 
Radio to provide cloud-con- 
nected radio, live news, 
audio books and more. You 
can also listen to Twitter and 
Facebook newsfeeds. 

Just bring your tethered 
iPhone or Android to the 
party. 

The new HondaLink 
smartphone app lets you pre- 
select content before driving, 
so there’s less fumbling with 
your phone while you’re on 
the road. 

Are you ready to drive 
without a rear window? Audi 
put a lot of forward thinking 
into its digital rearview mir- 
ror technology, which will 
make its first appearance in 
the electric R8 e-tron later 
this year. 

Although it sounds 
unnerving for a car to have 
no rear window, the camera 
and monitor system covers a 
much larger field of vision 
than a conventional rearview 
mirror. Taking over for the 
mirror is a 7.7-inch, self- 
illuminating AMOLED dis- 
play. 

The R8 e-tron also shat- 
ters any notion that electric 
cars have to sacrifice speed 
and sportiness. It has a top 
speed of 125 mph and can go 
from 0 to 62 in 4.6 seconds. 
Its range on a full charge is 
an impressive 135 miles. 

Then there’s the Primac 
Concept 1, a $1 million Cro- 
atian electric supercar that

First Single- Site surgery 
performed at Paul B. Hall 



PAINTSVILLE — A surgical 
team at Paul B. Hall Regional 
Medical Center in Paintsville 
performed its first da Vinci Sin- 
gle-Site cholecystectomy on 
Thursday, Sept. 21. 

The patient’s gallbladder was 
removed through one tiny inci- 
sion in the belly button, making 
the procedure virtually scarless. 

Led by general surgeon Milot 
Faria, M.D., the team removed 
the gallbladder using Single- Site 
instruments on a da Vinci Sys- 
tem. The minimally invasive pro- 
cedure is traditionally called a 
laparoscopic cholecystectomy 
(removal of the gallbladder). 
Using robotic assistance, sur- 
geons removed the gallbladder 
through an incision of approxi- 
mately one inch. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration cleared the specialized 
Single-Site instruments for use 
with the da Vinci System in 
December 2011. da Vinci is a 
robotic surgical system widely 
used in complex minimally inva- 
sive surgery. 

“Neither robotic surgery nor 
single-incision surgery is new, 
but combining the two to remove 



the gallbladder requires addition- 
al training and special equip- 
ment,” Faria said. “To be one of 
the first hospitals to offer this 
technically advanced surgery 
demonstrates Paul B. Hall 
Regional Medical Center’s lead- 
ership in providing patients with 
the most up-to-date minimally 
invasive surgical options.” 

Faria is one of a small group 
of surgeons in the country who 
has received training to perform 
the surgery. 

“Single-Site instruments used 
with the da Vinci platform are the 
next step in the evolution of sur- 
gical technologies,” Faria said. 
“We are truly excited to be a 
leader today in the surgical treat- 
ment of tomorrow.” 

Potential benefits of Single- 
Site gallbladder surgery may 
include virtually scarless results, 
minimal pain, low blood loss, 
fast recovery, a short hospital 
stay and high patient satisfaction. 
The surgery can be performed in 
about one hour with a typical 
hospital stay of less than 24 
hours. 

During the procedure, the sur- 
geon sits comfortably at a con- 



sole, viewing a 3-D, high-defini- 
tion image of the patient’s anato- 
my. The surgeon uses controls 
below the viewer to move the 
instmment arms and camera. In 
real-time, the system translates 
the surgeon’s hand, wrist and 
finger movements into more pre- 
cise movements of the miniatur- 
ized instruments inside the 
patient. 

Unlike traditional robotic sur- 
geries requiring three to five 
small incisions, this new technol- 
ogy allows for a single incision in 
the belly button where instru- 
ments are placed and the diseased 
gallbladder is removed. 

Most people who require gall- 
bladder removal are candidates 
for the robotic, single-incision 
surgery.
